"The stepmother keeps the children in 
their rooms all day on the weekend. The stepmother will lock the door. The stepmother will not allow the children to 
eat or drink until dinner time. All the bruising on the children is from the stepmother hitting them with belts and 
hangers. The stepmother gives the children medicine to go to sleep as well as the stepmother puts medicine inside 
Autumn's vagina.In the past, the stepmother has beat a child that lives with her and put that child in the hospital. This 
was in January. The child sustained a broken leg because of it." 


CRIME SCENE: Residential home located at 6715 Hone Street, New Port Richey. 


INTERVIEW: Melissa Davis (Offender): Contact was made with Melissa who was uncooperative with the 
investigation and refused to have CPI speak with her child, Nicholas Galli. Throughout our time at the residence, 
Melissa and Donavin Davis were more focused on questioning CPI's investigative procedures and were hostile 
throughout the whole encounter. 


INTERVIEW: Nicholas Galli (Other): Contact was made with Nicholas who refused to speak about the incident and 
was constantly arguing with CP] Caminero. 


INVESTIGATION: On 05/23/2022 at approximately 1944 hours, I responded to 6715 Hone Street, New Port Richey 
in reference to a child abuse. ` 


Prior to my arrival at the residence, I made contact with CPI Caminero who briefed me on the allegations and 


provided me a copy of the intake report. After being briefed by CPI Caminero, we responded to 6715 Hone Street, 
New Port Richey. 


Upon arrival, 1 made contact with Melissa Davis and Nicolas Galli (see interview above). After attempting to speak 
with both parties who were uncooperative and wouldn't allow us to speak with Nicholas we left the residence. 


I request this case to be pended back to me in order to attempt to make contact on my next tour of duty. 
A wants and warrants check on all parties met with negative results. 
No further action.

On 06/01/2022 at approximately 1846 hours, | responded to 6715 Hone Street, New Port Richey in reference to a child 
abuse follow up investigation. 


Upon arrival, 1 made contact with Melissa Davis who allowed me to speak with her step son, Nicholas Galli after 
making phone contact with his father, Donavin. Melissa told me Nicholas was in the middle of having an episode and 
that he is diagnosed with AHDH and Autism. After briefly speaking with Melissa, I made contact with Nicholas, who 
was crying and angry over an unrelated incident. Nicholas stood next to Melissa and appeared to be in good health. 
When asked if he feels safe being at this residence, Nicholas stated yes. Nicholas told me whenever he gets in trouble 
Melissa usually takes his electronics away and denied the allegations of not being feed properly or being left in the 
room. 


After speaking with Nicholas who was still hesitant to speak with me and visibly upset over another incident. I asked 
Melissa if we can speak again, which she agreed to do. Melissa advised these allegations that are being brought up 
against her is an ongoing issues with the ex-wife of Donavin. Melissa denied all of the allegations and advised the only 
forms of discipline she uses is take away Nicholas’ electronics or spank him on the buttock with an open hand. 


As I was speaking with Melissa, Donavin arrived on scene appearing to be angry and stated why she didn't wait to have 
me speak with Nicholas. At this point, I explained I advised Melissa and Donavin that I would be documenting our 
interview and they had no further information to provide me. 


Next, | made phone contact with CPI Caminero who advised she has made contact with Autumn on 05/16/2022 and 
informed me that she is currently under the care of her biological mother. CP] Caminero stated the additional allegations 
mentioned in the intake have been unfounded and I informed her of my findings. CPI Caminero stated this is an ongoing 
issue between families and that there are multiple reports involving all parties. I advised CPI Caminero that at this point, 
1 don't have any probable cause to make a custodial arrest and that this incident would be inactive. 


- Based on my findings, I request this case to be inactive.
